Jer. 17:7, “Blessed Is the man that 
trusteth in the Lord, and whose hope 
the Lord is!”

“God, who at sundry times and in di- 
vers manners spake in time past unto 
the fathers by the prophets, Hath in 
these last days spoken unto us by his 
Son.” Heb. 1:1, 2. 

The word sundry carries the mean- 
ing various and by piece meal, in many 


ance). The word manners carries the 
thought of variety of ways and meth- 
ods. Since we have all agreed that the 
Gospel contains all of the subjects of 
preaching, we don’t feel that we would 
be violating the Gospel to say that it 
pictures the proper methods and out- 
lines the way and manner of preach- 
ing. 
PREACH IT PLAIN 

“Seeing then that we have such 
hope, we use great plainness of 
speech.” 2 Cor. 3:12. “If thou be the 
Christ, tell us plainly.” John 10:24. 
“Then said Jesus unto them plainly, 
Lazarus is dead.” John 11:14. “And 
the Lord answered me, and said, Write 
the vision, and make it plain upon 
tables, that he may run that readeth 
it.” Heb. 2:2. “Why do ye not under- 
stand my speech?” John 8:43. “I had 
rather speak five words with my un- 
dcrstanding, that by my voice I might 
teach others also, than ten thousand 
words in an unknown tongue.” 1 Cor. 
14:19. 
All of the above quotations bear out 
that God expects the minister to be 
plain in his manner of speaking. It is 
the purpose of God that when His 
Word is preached men may under- 
stand. Any words in your discourse 
that are not easily understood should 
be left out or either explained so that 
the listener will not become confused, 
perplexed, and give up trying to fol- 
low you with a sigh of disgust. When 
it comes to preaching, even superna- 
tural speaking with tongues is not as 
profitable as plain words that can be 
understood, except someone interpret. 
With these scriptures and views com- 
mon sense exactly agrees. 
(To preach it plain the minister must 
not only free his discourse from words 
that confuse but from words that are 
not pure. To preach it plain he must 
use words that are in general use. To 
preach it plain he must use words that 
express that which he intends to ex- 
press. To preach it plain he must tell 
them just what they will be expected 
to do. The minister must remember 
that the majority of the people who 
attend gospel meetings are accustom- 
ed to common or plain language. They 
will be benefited by the same, and this 
manner of preaching will claim the at- 
tention, meet the approval, and com- 
mand the respect of those who are 
able to understand technical or scien- 
tific language. 

What a blessing it is that the duty 
of the preacher and the interest and 
welfare of his congregation do not de-

My rea- 
son for using the word common sense 
is because common sense is absolutely 
necessary and is of untold value to the 
preacher, for the preacher who is lack- 
ing in this will never be a success it 
matters not how well versed he may 
be in the Scripture. Common sense 
gets all of its reasoning and bases its 
every argument upon facts and reve 
lation. Common sense never allows 
feeling to outweigh facts, therefore, it 
must be given a prominent place in 
plain preaching.

To preach it plain the 
preacher must exercise enough com- 
mon sense to extend his reasoning just 
far enough to enlighten his congrega- 
tion. Common sense makes only such 
statements as will bear investigation. 
Common sense will not allow a differ- 
ence of meaning just because two or 
more writers explain a thing in dif- 
ferent words. Common sense will not 
allow a technical definition of one 
word to offset of outweigh the context 
or the general trend of the Scripture. 
I believe I am within the bounds of | 
reason when I say that most of the, 
Scripture was addressed to common | 
sense. Most men and women have com- | 
mon sense whether they have educa- | 
tion or not, therefore, the preacher is | 
always on safe grounds when he uses 
common sense and preaches plain. But 
should he transgress against plain 
speaking, he will soon become tire-. 
some, boresome, and disgusting to 
most people and will eventually dis- ; 
cover that the art of using enticing 
words framed up by the wisdom of 
men will not take the place of plain 
preaching in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power. 
VARIETY IS NECESSARY 

“God, who at sundry times and in 
DIVERS manners spake in time past 
unto the fathers by the prophet.’ Here 
Paul shows that God diversified his 
preaching when he spake by the proph- 
ets. The foundation for this manner of 
preaching is laid in the nature of man 
and in the nature of divine truth. The 
love of variety is one of the first prin- 
ciples of human nature. God must have 
emplanted it in the heart that we 
might be always allured and led on to 
the study and relish of the endless 
variety of the works of God. Since this 
principle is a part of the human na- 
ture, this principle the preacher must 
never forget. 

Divine truth which is an account of 
the character and works of God is pos- 
sessed of a corresponding nature and 
all of the parts of which the whole 
truth is composed are declared to be 
PROFITABLE FOR DOCTRINE, FOR 
REPROOF, FOR CORRECTION, FOR 
INSTRUCTION IN RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS. Therefore, the profit of the 
whole is made up of that furnished by 
the several parts. The minister who 
can take the variety of parts and can 
properly arrange or connect the same 
will find that his ministry will be in 
demand and his revivals will be fruit- 
ful or his church prosper. 

Besides a great part of the beauty 
and usefulness of evangelical truth, 
doctrines and precepts result only from 
their relation seen only by comparing 
them with each other. Faith, holiness, 
sanctification, all become more beauti- 
ful and more desired as their relation- 
ship to each other is shown. Holiness 
or sanctification, either one will con- 
fuse both the minister and his congre- 
gation except he can show the rela- 
tionship between the two. Some scrip- 
tures, when studied in the light of one 
line of thinking, become more and 
more confusing and when viewed looks 
anything but attractive, like the rug- 
ged oak with its large trunk and rough 
crooked roots. Should one be allowed 
to see only the first three feet above 
the ground they would say, What a 
horrid, rough sight. But as they look 
up and study its large, long limbs, its 
tall trunk, they will look at the rough, 
rugged part that comes out of the

That is absolutely a falsehood. Every 
member was there except one and she 
was willing as she made the state- 
ment to me before she went away that 
it was perfectly all right with her. 

Again the statement was made that 
the reason I changed the Church of 
God Headquarters was larger and bet- 
ter, also more money. Now space will 
not permit me to say all I would like 
to say about why I, with all the rest, 
made up my mind to unite with the 
Church of God. It is a fact that the 
Church of God is better than any holi- 
ness movement in the world because 
she stays on the Bible line. There is 
much more encouragement for the 
ministers as well as the laity as we 
have something to rely upon that will 
stand forever. It is built upon the rock 
and will not crumble. We do not fall 
out over the Bible, kick up, and break 
up revivals, but rather, bless God, we 
have a government that such crooks 
are dumped overboard. The reason the 
accusers wrote such was because of the 
government of the dear old Church of 
God, and the teachings were so 
straight they too were dumped over- 
board. 

Another great reason for my “flop- 
ping,” as the statement was made, was 
that the Church of God is too glad to 
furnish license without a fee of $1.00 
to those who are qualified to be minis- 
ters. When any movement has got to 
sell license and get anything in the 
church whether they can read or write, 
see or smell, and accept all backslid- 
den preachers out of other bodies, one 
should not throw stones when they 
themselves live in glass houses. 

Speaking of moving landmarks, peo- 
ple need wisdom. All right let us turn 
to Jer. 6:16, “Thus saith the Lord, 
Stand ye in the ways, and see, and ask 
for the old paths, where is the good 
way, and walk therein, and ye shall 
find rest for your souls. But they said, 
We will not walk therein.” Jeremiah 
says there are ways (plural), then he 
said ask for the one good way (singu- 
lar). But they said, We will not. Why? 
Read 2 Peter 2:10. “But chiefly them 
that walk after the flesh in the lust of 
uncleanness, and despise government.

flower and fruit of Christianity, it 
will be necessary for him to show the 
source and trunk of it. 


There is some strong language in 
the Bible that at first sight may hold 
no attraction for the wayfaring _pil- 
grim, but when you are able to make 
the connection and show the relation- 
ship between repentance and faith and 
between faith and justification, there 
is a world of attraction there. Unless 
the Bible variety is exhibited by the 
preacher the connection and the beau- 
ty will never be seen by his hearers. 
The variety of truth must be com- 
municated by diversity of manner, In 
this way the scripture is rendered the 
most complete of all writings. 

Every man is formed to. think, 
speak, and write in a manner pecu- 
liar to himself and he should strive 
to retain this gift. He may and should 
improve on his individual method or 
manner as far as circumstances will 
allow. He should never exchange his 
individuality for that of another. I 
have known of some ministers trying 
to mimic another. He ruined or spoil- 
ed his discourse by trying to use the 
same tone of voice, move about ges- 
tures, use the same expressions, or 
otherwise try to imitate some other 
minister. What he says may be true 
and brimful of information but void 
of inspiration. And when a minister’s 
preaching fails to inspire it soon be- 
comes useless and disgusting. For this 
fault nothing can atone. Common sense 
is against him. Human nature is 
against him. The Scripture is against 
him. He should remember that since 
the Bible has its variety of subjects, 
there is a variety of ministers and he 
is only one of that variety. 

PREACH THE GOSPEL BOLDLY 

“But, lo, he speaketh boldly.” John 
7:26. “And grant unto thy servants, 
that with all boldness they may speak 
thy word.” Acts 4:29. “And he spake 
boldly in the name of the Lord Jesus.” 
Acts 9:29. “And for me, that utterance 
may be given unto me, that I may 
open my mouth boldly, to make known 
the mystery of the gospel.” Eph. 6:19. 

He who brings a message from God 
ought never to be afraid of man. He 
should remember he has God’s mes- 
sage to man and is commanded to 
preach it to all men. He has_ been 
promised the divine presence of its 
Author. It is his most important duty. 
He is personally responsible if he 
warns men not. If he delivers his mes- 
sage faithfully, he is accepted; other- 
wise, he will be condemned. If boldly 
and faithfully, he will lea? his hear: 
ers in the way of salvation; otherwise, 
into destruction. 

Now brother, sister, minister, if yot 
aim to be a faithful minister, you wil. 
have to regard timidity as one of your 
worst enemies and boldness as one of 
your most essential characteristics, for 
the fear of men always brings a snare 
and to love the praise of men is equal- 
ly as dangerous. Independence of both 
is absolutely necessary. Read the ac- 
count of how Jesus boldly spake to His 
own, more especially to the Pharisees. 
This was the manner in which 
Peter and Jonn preached and worked 
when the people at Jerusalem took 
note that they had been with Jesus. 
Acts 4:13. 

While it is to the best interest of 
those who hear for the minister to 
preach boldly, he will find that it is 
to his own personal interest, for he 
will neither be trusted or respected 
neither will he be in demand if he 
fails to without fear or flattery de- 
clare the truth as it is in Christ Jesus. 
Even those who love smooth things 
will despise him for his cowardice, On 
the other hand even those who feel 
the heavy blows as he directs his re- 
marks at their sins and as they trem- 
ble at the alarm that he sounds in 
their ears will love and respect him 
for his boldness and independence. 
Then he will have the consolation that 
he has said what he did to the glory 
of God. And as he nears the end of the 
way he can look back over his field 
of labor and say, I have not shunned 
to declare the whole counsel of God, 
neither have I kept back that which 
was profitable for my people. 

Dear brother, sister, there is the 
sweetest of consolation, the deepest 
joy, and the most blessed and solid 
satisfaction to those who preach the 
gospel plainly, preach its variety and 
preach it boldly. The cause of Christ 
is suffering. The Church’s progress is 
slow. The world is starving for spirit- 
ual food and is being doped to death 
hy the devilish doctrines of godless re- 
ligious factions because ministers have 
departed from its plainness, lost the 
spirit of its boldness, faith in its pow- 
er, respect for its commands, trust in 
its promises. Their zeal for its spread 
has waned. They delight not in its ap- 
peals, neither do they rejoice in its 
protection. They have undoubtedly lost 
the vision of its mission and forgotten 
that it is the only light the poor sinner 
has to light his way to God. 

I rejoice to know that some who 
read this will not feel the sting of the 
censure for as much as in you is you 
are ready to preach the Gospel. On the 
other hand there may be those who 
will say we are accusing or fault find- 
ing. If so, all that I will ask is for you 
to examine your ministry in the light 
of the ministry of Christ and the ear- 
ly preachers of the Gospel. Honestly 
now, are you keeping faith with them? 

To those who are on tiptoe doing 
their best to spread it, I would offer 
all the encouragement in my power, 
for after that you have preached the

out against the rotten teachings of the 
church and preach « clean living. The 
church taught that in trusting in the 
church and mass, salvation was sure. 
The reformers taught that one must 
trust God for his salvation, through 
faith in Jesus Christ. 

The missionaries of alt ages stepped 
out trusting God in going to the heath- 
en countries. God gave them great 
gain for their labors. They trusted 
God and He was with them. 

As to missions, we know it is one 
of God’s plans to get the gospel preach- 
ed to the heathen. Mark 16:15, Mark 
16:20. I would like to put the same 
three questions that the great mission- 
ary, Von Welz, put before the church 
back in 1664: No. 1. “Is it right that 
we, evangelical Christians, hold the 
gospel for ourselves alone, and do not 
seek to spread it?” No. 2. “Is it right 
that in all places we have so many 
students of theology, and do not in- 
duce them to labor elsewhere in the 
spiritual vineyard of Jesus Christ?” 

“Is it right that we spend so 
much on all sorts of dress, delicacies 
in eating and drinking, etc. but have 
hitherto thought of no means for the 
spread of the gospel?” Listen! There 
is one denomination that sends about 
one to every ninety-two members as 
missionaries. And we have the Holy 
Ghost and belong to the great Church 
of God, and don’t have one in every 
thousand. Now do we trust God as we 
should? Why can’t we trust God to 
give us some missionaries? While we 
are praying and trusting God to give 
us these missionaries, let’s back them 
with our means, give every penny we 
can for this cause. 

Then some people can’t step out as 
missionaries, preachers or helpers in 
the work after God has called them. I 
would like to ask a question: “Could 
you feel right, free and happy around 
some people that are supposed to be 
your friends and can’t take your 
word?” God has called us to go into 
all the world. He said He would sup- 
ply our needs. NOT WANTS, and go 
with us always. Now do you believe 
God is pleased by us not trusting Him? 
We know that God kept His word with 
the men of old and is keeping His 
word with men today; He supplied 
their needs and stayed with them, as 
He said, so now when we get the call 
of God, let’s step out on His promises 
and leave behind everything, trusting 
Him to keep us. “As my father hath 
sent me, even so send I you,” John 
20:21. Listen! If we can’t trust God, 
how can He trust us? Do you believe 
He will help us if we don’t trust Him 
as He wants us to? 

Some will say when they’re called 
to preach: “If I only had an education 
I would go.”
